To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  to  you  the  Births,  Mortality  and  Epidemiological  statistics 
for  the  year  1966.  Full  details  will  be  found  in  Part  I of  this  report. 
The  main  items  may  be  summarised  as  follows  : — 

Population. 

The  estimated  population  showed  a further  rise  over  the  preced- 
ing year.  The  present  figure  of  23,370  shows  an  increase  of  2,830  since 
1948,  or  approximately  12  per  cent.  This  points  to  a high  standard  of 
amenity  in  the  Rural  Area,  to  hold  and  attract  the  population. 

Births. 

The  Birth-rate  was  slightly  lower  than  1965,  but  is  still  well  in  ad- 
vance of  the  National  birth-rate.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  number 
of  Still  births,  but  a considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of  Illegitimate 
births. 


Mortality. 

The  general  death-rate  decreased  a little  over  1965,  and  compares 
very  favourably  with  the  National  death-rate.  There  was  a small  increase 
in  the  number  of  Cancer  deaths,  but  the  Cancer  death-rate  is  still  much 
lower  for  the  District  than  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole.  There 
was  no  significant  increase  in  any  particular  form  of  Cancer. 

There  was  a decrease  in  Infant  deaths.  The  Infant  Mortality  rate 
for  the  District  is  well  below  the  National  rate,  and  reflects  a high  stan- 
dard of  attention  to  infants. 

There  was  a substantial  decrease  in  the  number  of  accidental  and 
Violent  deaths.  Home  accidents,  Road  accidents  and  suicide  accounted 
almost  equally  for  the  11  deaths  in  this  category. 

For  the  2nd  year  since  1948  there  were  no  deaths  attributable  to 
Tuberculosis. 


Infectious  Diseases. 

The  incidence  of  Infectious  diseases  during  the  year  was  small. 
Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  provided  most  of  the  cases  notified. 

We  still  have  a few  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  each  year,  but 
due  to  modern  treatment  the  mortality  from  this  disease  is  practically 
nil. 

A summary  of  Immunisations  and  Vaccinations  carried  out  in  the 
Combined  Western  Area  is  given  under  this  heading. 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  will  be  commenting,  and  giving 
details  in  Part  II  of  the  Report  upon  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the 
Area.  I would  like  to  thank  him  and  his  staff  for  the  efficient  day  to  day 
handling  of  public  health  matters.  Also  other  Officers  and  Departments 
of  the  Council  for  their  advice  and  assistance. 

Finally  I wish  to  thank  all  members  of  the  Council  for  their  con- 
tinued support  and  co-operation  in  the  field  of  Public  Health.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee. 

Mi\  Chairman,  Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

The  annual  report  contains  a detailed  account  of  most  of  the  environ- 
mental health  services  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department. 
Statistics  are  given,  and  some  indication  of  the  programme  of  work 
with  which  we  are  faced  in  the  future,  particularly  in  housing. 

Some  problems  of  public  health  are  of  particular  interest  at  the 
moment,  for  example,  public  alarm  continues  about  the  effect  of 
atmospheric  pollution  from  the  Electricity  Generating  Board’s  Power 
Station  at  Pennar,  which  will  be  fully  operational  in  about  three  years. 
This  is  situated  in  the  district  of  another  local  authority  but  great 
concern  has  been  expressed  in  this  area  about  the  six  hundred  tons  of 
sulphur  dioxide  which  will  be  discharged  daily  from  the  stack.  This 
figure  is  undoubtedly  correct,  but  it  is  by  no  means  certain  that  any 
increase  in  ground  level  pollution  will  result,  and  that  any  danger  will 
be  done  to  any  person  or  crop.  What  is  important  is  that  the  facts 
should  be  known,  and  for  this  reason  we  have  a survey  now  in  progress 
of  atmospheric  sulphur  and  smoke  to  enable  comparison  to  be  made. 
This  is  dealt  with  on  page  25  and  gives  comparative  figures.  The  in- 
dications, when  compared  with  figures  obtained  in  other  similar  parts 
of  the  country  are  that  ground  level  sulphur  dioxide  will  seldom  rise 
above  five  parts  in  every  hundred  million  of  air,  and  that  there  will  be 
less  pollution  than  there  is  now  from  the  oil  refineries. 

Progress  continues  to  be  made  with  sewering  the  smaller  villages 
in  the  area.  In  many  cases  these  are  planned  as  minor  regional  schemes; 
for  example  the  Burton  scheme  which  takes  in  several  smaller  villages. 
Ln  carrying  out  these  sewerage  schemes,  the  Council  is  bringing  urban 
amenities  to  rural  villages,  but  the  question  which  remains  is  the  ex- 
tent to  which  this  work  can  be  carried  out  in  the  future,  as  the  cost 
per  property  for  providing  sewerage  schemes  is  often  very  high  indeed. 
The  villages  remaining  to  be  provided  with  drainage  are  small  villages 
with  as  low  as  15  or  20  properties,  and  the  cost  may  very  well  be  thought 
to  be  excessiive.  Each  scheme  is  submitted  to  the  Minister  who  orders  an 
enquiry  into  the  need  for  the  scheme,  and  in  the  schemes  that  have 
been  submitted,  we  have,  so  far,  been  successful  in  obtaining  sanction. 
The  Council’s  policy  in  this  matter,  however,  is  one  which  will  need 
careful  consideration  during  the  next  few  years. 

The  influx  of  caravans  into  the  area  during  the  summer  months 
causes  a number  of  public  health  problems.  The  licensed  sites  provide 
very  few  problems  as  they  are,  in  general,  up  to  a reasonably  good  stan- 
dard; and  these  are  subject  to  very  close  supervision,  both  of  the 
amenities  and  of  the  numbers  on  the  site.  Action  has  only  been  neces- 
sary in  one  or  two  cases  where  numbers  have  been  exceeded.  The  main 
problem,  however,  is  with  the  unlicensed  and  therefore  uncontrolled  sites. 
Some  land  used  for  this  purpose  is  covered  by  exemptions  under  the 
Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  1960,  but  most  are  com- 
pletely illegal  and  are  mainly  to  be  found  in  use  during  the  month  of 
August  only.  The  use  of  land  for  tented  sites  is  also  increasing,  as  the 
popularity  of  this  form  of  holiday  is  growing.  Some  are  organised 


camps — the  Scouts  for  example,  whose  camps  are  well  run,  but  the 
greater  numbers  are  found  during  the  month  of  August  only.  The  legis- 
lation available  for  the  control  of  tented  camps  is  the  Public  Health 
Act  1936,  but  these  provisions  are  long  overdue  for  revision.  Legal 
control  is  impossible,  and  it  is  as  well  that  most  owners  of  land  realise 
th.ir  responsibilities. 

There  is  a gypsy  problem  within  the  area,  almost  entirely  confined 
to  the  area  around  Haverfordwest.  Apart  from  the  few  families  who 
have  fixed  encampments,  most  are  itinerants  whose  stay  in  any  area 
is  normally  short.  Many  complaints  are  received,  usually  with  a g*eat 
deal  of  justification.  The  Council  have  agreed  to  purchase  a site  for 
itinerants,  and  we  are  now  in  the  process  of  trying  to  buy  land  for  this 
purpose.  So  far,  this  has  been  found  to  be  almost  impossible  : there  is 
bitter  hostility  in  any  area  to  the  establishment  of  a gypsy  encampment. 
We  have  attempted  to  acquire  at  least  a dozen  sites,  but  in  each  case 
have  been  defeated  by  the  strength  of  local  opposition.  There  is  power 
to  use  compulsory  purchase  for  gypsy  encampments,  and  this  appears 
to  be  the  only  solution  to  the  problem.  The  County  Council  has  con- 
vened a meeting  of  all  local  authorities  to  discuss  the  gypsy  problem 
and  is  anxious  to  co-ordinate  our  efforts.  This  Council  is  willing  to 
embark  on  a joint  scheme  with  the  Haverfordwest  Borough  Council,  but 
no  real  progress  has  yet  been  made,  entirely  due  to  the  difficulty  of 
buying  a site. 

Sixty-two  houses  were  completed  during  1936,  bringing  a total  on 
31st  December,  1966,  to  1,791.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  figures  in  the 
report  that  368  applicants  remain  on  our  list.  This  figure  is  as  high  as 
our  waiting  list  was  ten  years  ago,  but  nevertheless  I feel  that  the  hous- 
ing programme  in  the  numbers  with  which  we  are  now  dealing  is  coming 
to  an  end.  An  average  of  one  hundred  houses  per  year  is  high  and  it 
is  likely  that  the  housing  programme  for  the  next  ten  years  will  be 
reduced  to  about  thirty  a year,  particularly  bearing  in  mind  that  dur- 
ing 1967  a large  programme  of  industrialised  units  will  be  completed, 
bringing  our  number  of  houses  to  two  thousand.  A great  number  of  our 
applicants  work  in  the  construction  industry  along  the  Haven  where 
refineries  and  the  power  station  are  being  built,  and  it  is  plainly  unsafe 
to  build  large  estates  to  house  people  who  will  be  moving  away  when 
building  work  is  finished.  The  position  of  course  will  be  made  consider- 
ably worse  if  the  Naval  Air  Station  closes,  and  even  if  it  remains  open 
there  seems  reason  to  believe  that  far  fewer  people  will  be  employed  there 
in  the  future,  in  which  case  there  could  be  empty  houses  in  the  district. 
Our  reduced  housing  programme  should  be  mainly  directed  at  the  build- 
ing of  Senior  Citizens’  Flatlets,  this  being  a type  of  development  which 
is  not  likely  to  be  undertaken  by  private  enterprise.  Eighteen  of  these 
flatlets  are  now  in  the  course  of  construction  in  St.  Davids,  and  will  be 
completed  during  1967.  Smaller  schemes  have  been  mooted  for  John- 
ston and  Merlins  Bridge  and  should  serve  a growing  need,  provided  that 
we  can  keep  them  from  being  institutional  in  character.  The  success 
or  otherwise  of  the  development  at  St.  Davids  should  guide  the  Coun- 
cil in  future  schemes.  In  particular  the  question  they  should  consider 
is  whether  such  a scheme  should  be  in  one  large  building  or  in  semi- 
detached one  bedroomed  bungalows.  A warden  service  could  be 
organised  equally  well  in  eith°r  case,  and  as  is  the  case  at  St.  Davids, 
can  be  extended  to  other  adjoining  bungalows  occupied  by  suitable 
tenants. 

Concern  has  been  expressed  about  the  danger  of  brucellosis,  a dis- 
ease in  humans  which  is  often  caused  by  the  consumption  of  untreated 
milk,  and  a very  careful  watch  has  to  be  kept  on  milk  supplies  in  the 
district.  Human  cases  of  the  disease  are  relatively  uncommon,  but  one 
or  two  occur  every  year,  and  are  followed  up  vigorously  to  establish 


the  source  of  the  infection.  If  the  presence  of  the  infection  is  estab- 
lished, an  order  is  served  requiring  the  milk  to  be  heat  treated. 
This  procedure  eliminates  any  danger,  but  the  order  can  only  be  main- 
tained whilst  there  is  evidence  that  the  infection  exists  in  the  milk. 
Many  people,  it  seems,  prefer  untreated  milk,  and  their  wishes  must 
be  respected,  even  though  by  drinking  raw  milk  they  leave  themselves 
open  to  this  very  real  danger  of  a disabling  illness  which  may  last  for 
several  months.  Most  medical  authorities  are  agreed  that  all  milk 
should  be  heat-treated  before  pasteurisation,  but  it  cannot  become  com- 
pulsory until  there  is  statutory  action  by  Parliament.  I feel  that  there 
is  a great  deal  to  be  said  for  compulsory  heat  treatment  to  eliminate 
this  needless  risk.  I wish  to  acknowledge  the  help  and  co-operation  of 
the  County  Council  Weights  and  Measures  Department,  and  we  have 
arranged  for  samples  they  take  for  other  purposes  to  be  examined  at 
the  same  time  for  brucellosis,  so  as  to  obviate  duplication  of  a sampling 
programme.

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SECTION  II. 


Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

This  area  is  now  a constituent  part  of  the  Pembrokeshire  Water 
Board,  on  whom  we  are  represented  by  five  members.  The  Board  now 
supplies  all  the  district  with  water,  and  the  Council's  water  schemes  have 
been  handed  over.  At  the  present  moment  a figure  approaching  95  per 
cent,  of  all  the  properties  in  the  area  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Board, 
who  have  approximately  450  miles  of  water  mains.  The  Council  con- 
tinues to  be  responsible  for  some  of  the  public  health  aspects  of  water, 
and  for  this  reason  a programme  of  sampling  has  had  to  be  continued, 
concerned  not  primarily  with  chemical  quality  of  the  water  but  with 
whether  or  not  it  contains  pathogenic  bacteria  and  whether  the  system 
of  sterilisation  has  been  effective. 

A total  of  one  hundred  and  fifty-three  samples  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  ten  samples  for  chemical  analysis  were  taken.  The 
unsatisfactory  results  have  been  discussed  with  the  Board  in  each  case, 
and  we  have  found  the  officials  and  members  of  the  Water  Board  most 
co-operative 

SMALL  AGRICULTURAL  SCHEMES. 

Approximately  160  farms  are  not  supplied  by  the  Board.  Instead 
they  have  their  own  water  supplies  which  have  been  put  in  with  grant- 
aid  from  the  Agricultural  Executive  Committee.  These  sources  are  mostly 
from  wells  and  springs. 
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RAINFALL  AND  TEMPERATURE 

The  contrasts  between  the  rainfalls  recorded  at  the  stations  quoted 
indicate  the  great  variation  between  the  coastal  belt  and  the  mountain 
area.

Temperature  records  are  also  now  maintained  at  three  stations — 
The  Rural  District  Council  Offices,  Haverfordwest,  at  Counting  House, 
Nolton  Haven  (by  courtesy  of  Rev.  B.  Townson,  M.A.)  and  at  Llandigige 
Fawr,  St.  Davids  (by  courtesy  of  Councillor  J.  Elliott  Morris)  and  these 
give  most  interesting  comparisons.  Minimum  temperatures  at  Nolton 
Haven  for  exmaple,  are  consistently  lower  than  those  at  Haverfordwest 
by  7 degrees  F — 10  degrees  F.  Barometric  pressure  records  were  also 
kept  at  Nolton  Haven  until  October  and  are  now  kept  at  Burton  Ferry. 

Rainfall  records  are  regularly  forwarded  to  the  Department  of  Civil 
Engineering  at  Liverpool  University  to  assist  on  hydrographical  research 
of  the  Cleddau  basin. 
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INVESTIGATION  OF  ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


The  monitoring  of  air  pollution  continued  during  the  year.  Daily 
volumetric  measurements  are  taken,  using  apparatus  with  an  automatic 
daily  change-over  on  an  eight  day  basis.  Three  locations  are  used. 
One  is  at  Burton,  where  the  maximum  amount  of  pollution  from  in- 
dustrial installations  is  likely  to  be  felt.  Another  is  at  Withybush,  to 
ascertain  the  effects  of  industrial  pollution  and  also  domestic  pollution 
from  the  town  of  Haverfordwest.  The  third  is  at  Slcbech  Forestry  Com- 
mission plantation,  a site  chosen  on  the  advice  of  the  Ministry  in  view 
of  the  danger  that  sulphur  dioxide  may  affect  the  growth  of  coniferous 
trees.  A further  station  is  shortly  to  be  located  at  Woodstock,  as  being 
the  furthest  point  which  any  industrial  pollution  can  be  expected  to 
reach.  The  sampling  method  is  a daily  reading  for  sulphur  concentra- 
tion and  also  for  smoke,  and  the  results  are  incoiporated  in  the  National 
Survey  of  Atmospheric  Pollution,  which  is  now  being  carried  out  by  the 
Warren  Spring  Laboratory  of  the  Ministry  of  Technology.  This  area 
was  selected  not  only  because  of  the  interest  which  has  been  taken 
locally,  but  also  because  it  is  a unique  opportunity  to  survey  the  atmos- 
phere of  an  area  in  its  varying  stages  of  industrial  development  and 
which  will  eventually  have  one  of  the  largest  emitters  of  sulphur  dioxide 
in  the  country. 

In  the  table  following,  average  figures  are  given  from  the  three 
stations.  Most  of  the  sulphur  dioxide  and  the  smoke  at  present  seems  to 
be  contributed  by  domestic  chimneys,  which,  b:ing  at  low  level,  affect 
instruments  placed  at  a few  feet  above  the  ground.  There  is,  however, 
a very  gradual  build-up  of  sulphur  dioxide,  though  we  have  not  yet  ob- 
tained any  figures  which  are  in  any  sense  alarming.  The  figures  that  we 
have  will  enable  a comparison  to  be  made  when  the  Pembroke  Power 
Station  is  in  operation,  and  a very  large  volume  of  sulphur  dioxide  is 
emitted. 

The  question  of  the  extraction  of  sulphur  dioxide  remains  a very  ex- 
pensive alternative.  At  present  no  method  is  available  which  would  not 
interfere  with  the  rapid  dispersal  of  the  plume  of  flue  gases  from  the 
700  ft  stack  being  built.  The  testing  stations  have  been  selected  with 
known  figures  about  weather  conditions  in  mind,  and  will  enable  a case 
to  be  made  to  the  Minister  if  necessary  for  sulphur  extraction  which 
would  overrule  on  health  grounds  the  fact  that  the  Electricity  Generat- 
ing Board  could  find  such  a process  to  be  economically  ruinous. 

The  direction  of  the  wind  is  obviously  of  very  great  relevance  and 
for  this  reason  a recording  anemograph  has  been  put  into  use,  to  record 
wind  direction  and  speed  over  a 24  hour  period  and  will  enable  further 
study  to  be  made  of  the  long  term  effects  of  the  sulphur  dioxide.  The 
Electricity  Generating  Board  are  also  carrying  out  detailed  measure- 
ments in  locations  of  their  own  choice,  and  the  figures  are  made  avail- 
able to  us. 

Undoubtedly  there  is  some  atmospheric  pollution  in  the  area  from 
the  oil  refineries,  but  in  a form  which  is  not  easily  measured.  This  takes 
the  form  of  accidental  emission  of  hydrocarbon  gases  which  are  often 
highly  offensive.  Unfortunately  this  happens  not  infrequently  and  is 
a cause  of  very  great  annoyance  to  many  people,  often  at  very  consider- 
able distances  from  the  refineries.  The  refinery  authorities  know  of  this 
danger,  and  I am  convinced  do  all  they  can  to  stop  any  accidental  con- 
tamination of  the  atmosphere.

SEWAGE  ANALYSIS. 

A regular  programme  of  sewage  analysis  has  been  instituted  and  the 
Council  has  set  up  its  own  laboratory,  so  that  a close  control  can  be  kept 
by  the  Engineer  and  the  Sewage  Works  Manager  on  the  operation  of  the 
various  works. 


PRIVATE  SEWERAGE  SCHEMES. 

There  are  31  schemes  in  operation  serving  Council  housing  estates. 
The  sewage  from  the  48  houses  at  Wesley  Place,  Trecwn,  is  treated  at 
the  R.N.A.D.  disposal  works.

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EMPTYING  OP  CESSPOOLS. 

There  has  been  a demand  for  this  service,  918  cesspools  being  emptied 
during  the  year,  an  increase  of  183  on  the  previous  year.  Sixty-five  of 
these  were  in  areas  outside  the  rural  district  where  similar  services  were 
lacking. 

The  nominal  charge  of  £1  for  the  emptying  of  cesspools  at  private 
dwellings  within  the  district  ceased  as  from  the  1st  April,  1963.  The 
nominal  charge  of  £4  5s.  Od.  for  business  premises  in  the  area  is  still  in 
operation. 

The  Council  has  two  cesspool  emptiers  and  these  vehicles  are  fully 
engaged  in  the  emptying  of  numerous  disposal  works  and  provide  an 
efficient  service.

A great  deal  of  the  District  Inspectors’  time  was  again  devoted  to  ad- 
visory work  and  inspection  of  drainage  installations  in  connection  with 
the  construction  of  new  buildings  and  improvement  works  carried  out 
to  existing  properties.  Seventy-nine  visits  were  made  for  inspection  pur- 
poses and  eighty-six  tests  earned  out  on  drainage  schemes. 

In  addition  two  surveys  were  made  of  properties  in  connection  with 
proposed  sewerage  schemes  and  twenty-seven  visits  were  made  in  regard 
to  inspection  of  sewers  and  disposal  works. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

The  refuse  collection  routes  were  further  extended  during  the  year 
following  many  requests  for  extension  of  the  refuse  collection  to  isolated 
farm  houses  and  other  premises.  This  additional  work  considerably 
increases  the  work  of  the  crews  and  the  use  of  four  vehicles  throughout 
the  year  has  become  necessary.  In  the  summer  months,  however,  when 
the  holiday  population  is  at  its  height,  more  vehicles  have  to  be  used  to 
cope  with  the  extra  refuse. 

The  collection  routes  present  a very  serious  problem  during  the 
summer  months  owing  to  the  increase  in  the  population  scattered  over 
the  whole  district,  and  the  density  of  road  traffic  makes  the  work  of  the 
drivers  extremely  difficult.  The  refuse  crews  do  a good  job  of  work, 
often  under  extremely  difficult  conditions. 

By  an  arrangement  with  the  County  Council,  we  carry  out  a daily 
collection  of  litter  from  the  lay-bys  of  the  county  roads,  and  also  it  is 
necessary  to  carry  out  frequent  collections  from  the  camping  sites  as 
otherwise  intolerable  nuisance  would  be  created  in  many  cases. 

Disposal  of  refuse  takes  place  on  four  sites  within  the  area.  It  is  of 
course  something  of  a disadvantage  not  to  have  one  central  site  with 
full-time  staff  to  look  after  disposal,  but  this  is  a problem  which  is  being 
looked  into.  The  present  sites  are,  by  the  standards  of  the  refuse  tips 
of  most  authorities,  reasonably  good.  There  is  one  site  in  use  at  St. 
Davids  which  is  very  good,  being  well  secluded  and  never  a source  of 
complaint.  Another  two  tips  at  Llanrhian  and  Little  Newcastle  occasion- 
ally give  trouble,  but  we  are  able  to  keep  conditions  under  control.  The 
tip  at  Rosemarket  has  given  rise  to  complaint,  and  no  expense  has  been 
spared  to  eliminate  any  nuisance  to  people  living  nearby. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

We  now  have  a considerable  number  of  public  conveni.nces  to  look 
after,  and  the  number  is  increasing  as  more  are  built  in  the  sea-side 
villages.  Every  effort  is  made  to  keep  these  clean,  particularly  as  this 
is  a matter  on  which  visitors  to  the  area  are  quick  to  comment. 

I think  we  maintain  a reasonably  good  standard,  but  the  fact  re- 
mains that  we  can  very  seldom  find  local  people  prepared  to  undertake 
the  cleaning  of  public  conveniences.  Where  we  are  able  to  engage 
people  to  do  this  work  results  are  very  good;  in  other  casts  we  have  to 
use  a workman  who  travels  around  these  conveniences  making  possibly 
two  visits  a day  for  cleaning  and  supervision,  and  often  damage  is  done 
whilst  the  conveniences  are  unattended.  A full-time  cleaner  at  each  con- 
venience is  obviously  desirable,  but  only  at  Whitesands  has  this  been 
possible. 
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RODENT  CONTROL. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  continued  its  scheme  for  dealing  with 
infestation  of  rats  and  mice  at  farms  as  well  as  industrial  premises, 
p.ivate  and  Council-owned  dwellings,  Council  tips  and  sewerage  works. 

The  work  has  been  most  efficiently  carried  out  by  the  three  opera- 
tors, and  rat  and  mouse  infestation  is  kept  under  successful  control.

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DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION.

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

There  w’as  one  case  requiring  burial  under  the  provision  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act,  1948.  There  were  no  cases  in  need  of  care  and 
attention  requiring  removal  to  Homes. 


DISPOSAL  OF  ANIMAL  CARCASES. 

Arrangements  were  made  for  the  disposal  of  four  sheep,  six  seals, 
nine  pigs,  two  dogs,  one  cow  and  one  calf,  washed  ashore  on  various 
beaches.  Six  dogs  and  seven  cats  were  removed  from  the  highway. 


ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENT  ACT  1963. 

The  Animal  Boarding  Establishment  Act  came  into  force  during  1934. 
This  Act  requires  that  boarding  establishments  should  be  registered  and 
certain  regulations  observed.  As  this  work  has  relation  to  public  health, 
the  work  of  registration  and  inspection  has  been  undertaken  by  the 
Public  Health  department.  We  have  two  premises  in  the  area  which  are 
affected.  Both  have  been  registered  after  inspection,  and  conditions  a.e 
satisfactory. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT. 

Additional  duties  were  placed  on  the  Council’s  staff  during  1964  in 
the  registration  and  inspection  of  all  properties  coming  w ithin  the  Offices, 
Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963.  All  shops  and  offices  have  to  be 
registered  with  the  exception  of  shops  and  offices  where  only  members 
of  the  occupiers’  immediate  family  are  employed  or  where  less  than  21 
hours  weekly  are  worked.  Certain  shops  and  offices  are  already  regis- 
tered under  the  Factories  Act  and  these  do  not  come  within  the  defini- 
tion. With  all  new  registered  premises,  the  Council  has  a duty  to  carry 
out  inspection  to  see  whether  all  conditions  affecting  health  and  safety 
are  complied  with. 

Regulations  have  been  made  by  the  Ministry  about  sanitary  con- 
veniences, ventilation,  working  temperatures,  water  supplies,  over- 
crowding, protection  of  machinery  and  various  other  aspects.  So  far  we 
have  registered  40  properties  under  the  Act  and  the  work  is  continuing. 
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FACTORIES  ACT,  1961. 

There  are  now  257  factories  on  the  departmental  Factories  Register 
compared  with  251  last  year.  Details  of  the  type  of  factories  inspected

HOUSING  IMPROVEMENT  GRANTS. 

The  Council  continued  its  progressive  policy  of  extending  grant  aid 
unde.1  the  Housing  Acts  in  respect  of  improvement  and  modernisation  of 
private  dwelling  houses.  Grants  for  improvement  to  seventy-two  pro- 
perties were  approved,  the  total  grant  involved  being  £26,491.  Standard 
Grants  were  also  approved,  the  amount  involved  being  £2,950.  Improve- 
ment works  to  one  hundred  and  thirteen  houses  were  completed,  the 
total  grant  paid  in  these  cases  being  £32,057  10s.  Od 

Since  the  introduction  of  the  scheme  in  1949,  1,473  grants  have  been 
approved  and  improvement  works  have  been  completed  in  1,207  cases. 

This  work  is  undertaken  in  conjunction  with  the  Building  Surveyor’s 
Department.  During  the  year  102  visits  were  made  by  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  in  respect  of  improvement  grant  applications,  and  46  visits 
made  in  connection  with  other  works  of  repair  and  improvement.

SECTION  IV. 


Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food. 

MILK  SUPPLIES. 

The  Rural  District  is  scheduled  as  a specified  area  by  virtue  of  the 
Milk  (Specification  of  Areas)  Order,  1957,  the  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk 
from  bottles  or  pasteurised  milk  only  may  be  sold. 

The  licensing  authority  report  that  there  were  47  producer  retailers 
and  52  dealers  licensed  in  the  area  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Quality  and  production  control  of  milk  is  a function  of  the  County 
Council,  but  as  a public  health  authority,  we  are  concerned  with  the 
biological  testing  of  retail  milk  supplies  for  Brucellosis  and  live  tubercle 
bacilli.  Sampling  is  now  being  carried  out  of  milk  where  brucellosis 
has  been  reported  by  the  Ministry  Veterinary  Department.  Samples  if 
necessary  are  taken  from  individual  cows  to  eliminate  possible  carriers, 
rn  addition  we  have  recommenced  the  routine  biological  sampling  of  all 
retail  milk  supplies.  The  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  Medical 
Research  Council’s  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Carmarthen, 
who  are  most  co-operative. 

The  County  Council  report  that  of  the  90  samples  taken  by  them 
for  keeping  quality  during  1966,  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

During  the  year  49  samples  were  taken  for  Brucella  Abortus  examina- 
tion. We  had  to  make  more  detailed  examination  in  the  case  of  on° 
herd,  and  individual  infected  cows  were  then  eliminated  from  the  herd. 

REGISTRATION  OF  PREMISES  FOR  THE  MANUFACTURE  AND 
SALE  OF  ICE  CREAM. 

There  are  no  premises  registered  in  the  area  for  the  manufacture  of 
ice  cream,  but  we  have  a very  large  number  of  vendors  of  ice  cream  ob- 
taining their  supply  from  manufacturers  outside  the  district. 

It  is  the  Council’s  duty  to  register  these  premises  and  to  ensure  that 
there  is  no  contravention  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.  All  the 
premises  have  to  conform  to  certain  requirements  as  to  the  structural 
and  sanitary  conditions,  and  also  to  regulations  about  the  temperature 
and  storage  of  the  ice  cream. 

A feature  of  ice  cream  during  recent  years  has  been  the  fact  that 
most  ice  cream  is  now  wrapped.  This  contributes  considerably  to  the 
litter  problem,  but  as  a result  it  is  certain  that  ice  cream  is  now  seldom, 
if  ever,  involved  as  a source  of  enteric  diseases.  A new  process  of  manu- 
facture is  allowed  under  the  Ice  Cream  Regulations,  that  is,  the  “ soft  ” 
mix  method  by  which  the  ice  cream  is  manufactured  in  a mobile  con- 
tainer at  the  time  of  serving.  With  proper  precautions,  these  machines 
give  a product  as  safe  as  the  conventional  pasteurising  plants. 

One  hundred  and  four  premises  are  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice 
cream,  and  all  comply  with  our  requirements.  Samples  are  taken  and 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Carmarthen,  for  examina- 
tion. 


UNSOUND  FOOD.

Most  of  the  above  were  examined  at  the  request  of  wholesalers  and 
retailers,  who  asked  for  an  opinion  as  to  whether  the  foods  were  or  were 
not  fit  for  human  consumption. 
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WITHYBUSH  ABATTOIR. 


The  abattoir  is  now  in  its  second  year  of  operation  and  the  figures 
below  show  the  use  being  made  of  the  building.  Some  of  the  initial 
troubles  have  been  overcome  and  the  building  is  now  serving  a very 
useful  purpose  in  ensuring  that  all  the  meat  for  the  area  is  slaughtered 
under  hygienic  conditions,  that  slaughtering  is  humane,  and  the  animals 
ketp  in  properly  constructed  lairages.  All  meat  is  thoroughly  inspected 
and  stamped  before  distribution. 

To  meet  the  needs  of  the  local  butchers,  the  hours  have  had  to  be 
considerably  extended,  and  this  has  entailed  additional  expenditure. 
The  abattoir  is  run  as  economically  as  possible,  and  taking  everything 
into  account,  is  not,  I feel,  an  unreasonable  drain  on  the  rates.  The 
number  of  animals  killed  represents  the  meat  consumption  within  the 
county  of  Pembrokeshire  : we  have  not,  so  far,  been  able  to  obtain  many 
customers  from  further  afield,  and  this  we  are  very  anxious  to  do,  to  see 
that  meat  produced  in  the  county  is  slaughtered  here  before  being  ex- 
ported to  other  parts  of  the  country.  The  facilities  at  the  abattoir  are 
sufficient  for  a much  greater  throughput  than  we  are  handling  at  the 
moment.

INSPECTION  OF  POULTRY. 

Routine  inspection  of  poultry  packing  stations  is  carried  out,  but 
obviously  routine  inspection  of  all  poultry  carcases  is  not  possible.  We 
find  that  the  owners  are  co-operative,  and  suspect  birds  are  detained  for 
examination  on  a voluntary  basis.  The  Council’s  activities  in  this 
field  will  shortly  be  extended  by  the  Slaughter  of  Poultry  Act  1967,  which 
will  require  local  authorities  to  register  premises  used  for  the  killing  and 
packing  of  poultry  and  to  see  that  methods  used  are  humane.
